Ol  AVV.A,  Sept.  18.  —  The 
approaching  visit  o{  Mac- 
kenzie King  t(i  the  West, 
and  especially  British  Columbia, 
is  awaited  with  mtich  interest.  It 
is  expected  that  he  will  make 
speeches  in  some  of  the  cities  of 
the  plains,  but  it  is  believed  that 
hia  announcements  will  have 
more  to  do  with  matters  that 
especially  interest  British  Co- 
lumbia. ^ 

The  Ooverninent  would  like  very 
much  to  inrrpunp  Ita  repreaentation 
from  that  province,  and  aa  there  In 
to  be  a  by-election  in  Yale-Cariboo, 
where  tht-  Government  thinks  It  nay 
liaVe  u  chance  of  winning,  It  is 
thought  that  tha  Prima  Mlalater  will 
take  tba  opportnnity  to  nnfoM  aome 
of  the  Oovammant'a  Inuntlona  re- 
lating to  tha  Provlncal  Yhare  are 
two  mattara  of  mora  than  ordinary 
Importance  likely  to  receive  consid- 
eration.

It  Is  known,  how- 
ever, that  the  Canadian  National 
Rallw,T\.'<  have  made  n  prn;HiKitlon  to 
the  Hrltleh  Columbia  (.overnment  for 
the  taking  over  of  the  P.O.E.  The 
corporation  naturally  does  not  .want 
to  lake  on  any  further  llablUtlaa;  on 
the  other  hand.  Ita  englneara  are  ap- 
parently of  the  opinion  that,  tbrbagh 
the  uae  of  the  water  route,  aome  of 
the  high  gradea  ean  be  cut  aut,  and 
the  operating  loaa  practleally  ellm 
Inated.

Young  people  arc  deeply  impresje<l 
hy  things  and  feats  that  appeal  to  the 
knaginatfon.  They  admire  things 
fhat  ai«  big  and  performances  that 
•re  extraordinary.  Yoang  Canadians 
of  other  days  gloried  in  the  might 
and  power  ol  the  British  Umpire  and 
in  the  majesty  of  the  Briti*h  Na/y. 
Their  fathers  and  mothers  revered 
and.  loved  the  Old  Mother  {.and 
because  they  wtn  bom  there.  It 
was  home  to  them,  hallowed  by  the 
•wect  memories  of  childhood,  the 
tnost  enduring;  of  all  sentiments. 

Such  sentiments    cannot  be 
peetfed  to  be  trantmitted  from 
generation   to     another.

The    Uabor    Government  ^prall^: 
from  the  loin*  of  the  common  people, 
and  naturally  its  chief  poUtical  mis 
aion  must  be  the  improvement  of  thr 
lot  of  the  coi;<imon  people.

Minishr.  «\ho  in  somr  resprcls 
seems  to  tower  above  the  heads  of 
his  colleagnei,  has  been  giving  prac- 
tically all  his  time  ami  talents  to  im- 
provement of  the  lot  of  all  the  people 
of  Europe.  The  ccmseqnenee  is  cir- 
cumscription I'f  the  vision  which 
should  be  the  supreme  endowment  of 
the  statesmen  of  a  great  Empire. 
Settlement  of  the  affairs  of  Europe 
is  considered  of  K^estf  importance 
than  statesmanlike  attention  to  the

But 
they  have  come  to  naught  because  of 
statesmanlike  action  by  public  men 
in  both  Canada  and-the  I'nited  King- 
dom. If  there  are  any  statesmen  of 
vision  in  Canada  and  the  United  King' 
Hr.m  at  the  present  time,  they  have 
not  the  power  to  bring  their  states- 
mentike  talents  Into  action.

Reid  doubtless 
would  now  give  *11  he  possesses, 
with  his  instrument  of  death  into  the 
bargain,  to  undo  what  he  has  done; 
but  the  dead  cannot  be  recalled  to 
life  and  the  grief  of  th^  relatives  of 

the  victims  of  a  mad  action  cannot 
be  assauged  by  expressions  of  re- 
pentance, however  heartfelt  and  sin- 
cere. 

Drivers  of  motor  cars  everywhere 
should  make  a  note  of  what  has  hap- 
pened in  fat-away  XcwfoundUnd. 
Something  r)f  a  similar  character 
may  happen  any  day,  according  to 
our  observations.  The  great  ma- 
jority of  motor  car  drivers  in  this 
part  of  the  world  are  very  cautious 
and  careful  drhrcrt.   They  are  prob^ 

;ihly  readers  of  th*-  nrwv  piiMished  in 
the  newspapers— aud  there  is  not  an 
issue  of  the  did|f  hOtSIWpers  that 
does  not  record  at  le.ist  one  fatal 
accident  on  the  highways.  But  there 
are  some  drhrcra  of  motor  ears  who 
either  do  not  read  the  newspapers  or 
{tay  nq^attention  to  the  warnings 
published  in  the  newspapers.  Pos- 
sibly they  think  nothing  of  an  un- 
toward nature  ever  can.  happen  as 
far  as  they  are  concerned.  We  observe 
the  movements  of  just  such  people 
every  day.  Occasionally  we  have 
reason  to  observe  their  movements. 
There  have  been  occasions  when,  if 
we  had  not  observed  '*their  move- 
ments in  time,  p'lssibly  someone  else 
would  have  been  making  observa- 
tions on  the  topic,  "Eternal 
vigilance  is  the  price  of  safety,  if  not 
of  lift  HNlf."  . 
'  Time  is.  o'  course,  very  vahiabia, 
possibly  the  most  valuable  of  all  our 
possessions.  There  may  be  occatflons 
when  an  excessive  rate  of  .speed  is 
justifiable,  as  in  the  case  ol  life  or 
death  or  the  ptevtntion  of  a  cob- 
flagration;  but  in  the  vast  majority 
of  instances,  even  a  majority  of  in- 
stances which  have  culminated  in\ 
tragedies,  there  has  be.en  no  reason 
for  haste.  Therefore  listen  to  the 
voice  of  experience,  be  guided  by 
wise  counsel,  and  never  rush  at  mid 
speed  over  the  highways,  even  if  the 
possibility  of  an  accident  seems  re- 
«u>tc.

He  had  then 
thrown  it  Intri  |h<».  i-;ir  aftrr  which  a 
second  part  of  the  incident  was  en- 
acted which  was  not  dealt  with  yes- 
terday, but  which  Is  the  subjoet  of 
a  ehril  aotlon  that  haa  been  eom- 
menced  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  defence  ptjt  up  by  Mr.  Ful- 
lerton  was  thut  hf  had  not  unnere.s- 
sarlly  punished  tho  doK  Hia  version 
of  the  matter  wa.s  that  thl.^  was  a 
Gordon  setter  bitch  that  he  waa  very 
fond  of.  and  for  which  he  hnd  paid 
tlOO  aome  yaara  age.  He  had 
brought  her  over  here  tatending  to 
have  eoma  hunting  with  her  during 
the  season,  and  was  keeping  her  at 
the  rar^  track  at  the  ^lllowa  with 
a  pupp>  of  hers.  On  Friday  the  dogs 
got  out  and  made  off  throtigh  the 
fields  in  the  direction  rff  the  Uplands, 
and  were  running  wild.

He  bad  found 
no  nsark  on  It  In  any  place.  The  dog 
had  not  even  a  bntoe,  MO  wma  there 
anything  to  show  that  ther*  had  been 
abuse  of  It.     He  believed  that  had 
there  been  any  beating  of  the  dog 
there  would  hftvo  hoon  Bogko  amrhi 
showing. 

Inapcctor  U.  T.  Mnuriee,  of  the 
S.F.CJ^.,  teetifled  that  he  had  aeen 
the  dog  later,  and  there  waa  no  evl^ 
denee    of    Ill-treatment    about  It 

r>r  H.  M.  Robertson  had  alao  ex- 
amined the  dog.  and  found  no  evi- 
dence of  ilUtreatnteat. 

Mr.  Fred  ICarmet,  who  had  charge 
of  the  dogs  for  Mr.  Fulltrton,  eor- 
roborated  the  evidence  tliat  was  ulven 
by  the  owner  of  the  dog  as  to  lis 
running  wild  and  the  recapture  of 
It  and  Ita.mate. 

Other  wltnseeea  who  bad  hunted 
with  tha  dejr  teatlOod  ao  to  tta  nerwoua 
chr.racler.  f  nd  klao  to  the  foot  thot 
it  was  Inclined  to  run  wild  In  lyuntnig.

The  history  of  the  spruce  bud- 
worm,  which  for  years  haa  taken  toll 
of  British  Columbia  trees,  Is  told  by 
Mr.  W.  Downes,  Dominion  Entomol- 
ogist for  Britlah  Colilinbla.  In  the 
following  intereeting  artlele: 

Vtaltora  to  Mount  Douglas  Park. 
IJttle  Saanloh  Mountain  and  other 
wooded  areas  near  Victoria.  where 
the  Douglas  ftr  predonitnaten  over 
other  tlmlcr,  may  have  noticed  this 
Summer  what  a  quantity  of  small 
hrfiwn  mo  hs  were  to  be  seen  flying 
round  the  flrs,  ao  numerous  that  It 
was  not  a  dilBcult  matter  to  observe 
them  aettllag.oa  the  lower  branebea. 
and  aeme  may  have  oaatially  no- 
ticed their  beautiful  mottled  winRs. 
varying  from  light  red  to  ahadet  of 
reddish  and  darker  brown. 

Perhaps  their  Interest  would  have 
been  greater  had'ihev  linown  tha: 
this  pretty  Insect  was  the  adult  of 
the  notorious  Hpruce  Budworm.  an 
Inaect  ao  tleatructlve  that  it  haa 
caueed  mllHona  of  dollara'  wortb  of 
damage  in  he  pravlncea  of  Quebee 
and  New  Bruaawlefc  by  defoliating 
and  killlag  htwe  areaa  of  apmee  and 
balsam. 

In  British  Columbia  tfia  principal 
food  of  'he  caterpillars  Is  the  T>our- 
las  flr.  and  due  to  the  hardlneng  of 
this  tree  and  to  the  fsct  that  out- 
breaks of  the  Insect  are, soon  con- 
trolled in  this  Province  by  natural 
agenelea,  attacks  do  not  continue 
over  each  a  length  of  time  ae  entire- 
ly to  kill  out  the  foreet  growth.  The 
inaect  la  a  aativa  to  the  northern 


portion  of  thia.  .  oonU,nent  .  ai}d  i« 
found  from  Britlah  Columbia  to  New 
Beunawlok.  It  f«ede-oB  the  needUs 
of  tho  terminal  ahoota  of  apruce,  bai- 
aam  and  Oouglaa  nr.  and  will  attacii 
other  conifers  on  ocoaalon.  epinnlnir 
a  loose  nest  for  itself  among  the 
needles,  frr-m  which  it  emerges  to 
feed.  It  hibernutea  among  thp  fir 
shoots  as  a  small  catarplllar  and 
completes  Us  growth  the  following 
Summer,  becoming:  a  moth  in  July. 


t'sually  In  this  Province  it  U  kept 
within  bounds  by  its  natural  enemies, 
which  are  certain  parasltle  wasps 
and  flies,  and  by  birds,  such  as  s[>ar- 
rows.  chickadee.,  vireos,  warblers 
and  western  tanagera,  whleh.  when 
sulBcleiitly  numeroua,  aaoa  control 
an  outbreak  of  thla  kind. 

Poasibly  tha  ESaatern  toreata  ara 
more  deficient  In  bird  life  than  otira. 
also  that  the  other  natural  parasites 
of  the  Insect  are  .fewer  iind  Incre.-iso 
less  rapidly.  But  whatever  the 
cause,  there  In  lui  doiilit  that  the 
destruction  wrought  in  Kastern  for- 
ests by  the  budworm  Is  greater  than 
here.  The  experiment  of  collecting 
budworm  parasites  in  BrtUah  "Colnm- 
bin  and  releaalng  them  in  Nbw 
Brunewick  haa  been  tried,  but  only 
time  will  show  whether  this  experi- 
mental work  will  have  the  daalred 
effaet.
